To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1957. 

This  report  coincides  with  my  first  full  year  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the 
Council,  their  Officers  and  the  many  members  of  the  Public  for  their 
interest  and  assistance. 

The  family  doctors  have  been  most  helpful  and  I feel  that  their 
comments  on  many  matters  have  been  of  much  use  to  me. 

Members  of  the  Press  have  been  most  co-operative  and  kind  in 
helping  to  spread  information  about  Health  matters. 

The  interest  shown  by  Members  of  the  Council  in  Health 
matters  and  their  desire  to  play  a full  part  in  the  many  ways  in 
which  gradual  changes  can  be  effected  in  the  environment  to  improve 
the  general  health  and  well  being  of  the  population,  has  given  me 
much  encouragement.  The  many  interesting  and  important  points 
which  are  discussed  at  both  Health  and  Housing  Committees  show 
the  great  interest  and  concern  of  the  individual  members  for  the 
welfare  of  the  individual  in  the  community. 

The  main  efforts  of  the  staff  of  your  Health  Department  during 
this  year  have  been  directed  towards  dealing  with  substandard 
houses.  This  term  is  preferable  to  the  official  word  “ Slum  ” which 
is  bitterly  resented  by  people  who  have  done  their  best  to  make 
substandard  houses  more  comfortable. 

Comments  on  other  matters  follow  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

I have  to  thank  the  individual  members  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  help.  In  particular  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  Adcock,  who  has  been  extremely  helpful  and  given  me  much 
useful  advice  on  many  matters.  Mr.  Potts,  my  Senior  Clerk  at 
Alfreton,  has  spent  much  time  and  care  in  helping  compile  this 
report  and  my  monthly  reports.

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HOUSING 


It  was  with  great  pleasure  that  I commenced  duty  in  Ilkeston 
and  found  that  building  for  slum  clearance  was  well  under  way. 

As  more  and  more  modern  houses  are  built  the  disparity 
between  the  old  and  new  is  more  and  more  obvious.  People 
meeting  their  friends  in  new  houses  go  home  very  envious  of  their 
friends’  accommodation.  The  work  of  a housewife  in  a new  house  is 
very  different  to  that  in  the  old,  damp  cramped  houses  which 
unfortunately  are  all  too  numerous. 

Just  as  children  educated  in  newer  schools  by  modern  methods 
are  different  from  their  parents  when  they  were  children,  so  will  a 
change  come  over  the  people  moved  into  and  living  their  life  in  new 
houses  with  modern  equipment. 

The  problem  of  the  older  people  who  need  accommodation 
smaller  in  size  to  that  in  which  they  brought  up  their  family,  is  being 
given  attention.  There  should  be  no  need  to  pay  rent  for  and  clean 
out  rooms  which  are  not  needed.  That  is  an  unnecessary  burden  on 
folks  who  should  be  using  their  energies  to  get  the  most  out  of  life. 
Many  of  the  older  people  quite  readily  ask  for  more  suitable  accom- 
modation. The  demand  is  perhaps  more  urgent  than  is  realised. 
Modern  treatment  is  prolonging  life  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  of  the 
diseases  which  bother  older  people  now  will  either  be  prevented  or 
find  a speedy  cure  soon. 

The  present  need  is  for  more  ground  floor  accommodation  so 
that  they  can  manage  for  themselves  for  a longer  time.  The 
pressure  on  hospital  accommodation  and  old  people’s  homes  might  be 
reduced  and  the  old  person  remain  nearer  their  friends  for  a much 
longer  time. 


CLEAN  AIR 

The  Council  held  an  exhibition  of  modern  heating  appliances 
during  the  autumn.  These  were  set  up  by  local  firms  and  organisa- 
tions. The  Health  Department  produced  an  exhibit  illustrating  the 
results  of  smoke  pollution. 

It  is  not  generally  realised  that  all  the  new  building  which  has 
taken  place  has  increased  the  number  of  domestic  chimneys 
considerably  and  of  course  produced  more  atmospheric  pollution. 

More  lower  quality  coal  seems  to  be  burnt.  More  smoke  again. 

Everything  seems  to  be  cumulative  at  present. 

There  has  already  been  action  in  preventing  or  reducing 
industrial  atmospheric  pollution.  Whilst  some  plants  still  give  rise 
to  concern  the  major  field  of  activity  lies  in  reduction  and  prevention 
of  domestic  smoke.  Much  of  its  results  are  obvious.  Soot  settling

on  washing  which  has  just  been  hung  out,  having  been  washed 
“ whiter  than  white,”  dirty  windows,  dirty  curtains,  grit  on 
windowsills,  all  producing  more  work  and  faster  wear  of  materials. 
The  dust  in  the  streets  daily  brushed  off  pavements  into  the  gutter  by 
some  shopkeepers  and  almost  instantly  whirled  back  again  by  motor 
vehicles,  can  only  settle  from  the  air  in  the  hrst  place. 

These  are  some  of  the  obvious  results  of  pollution.  In  a coal 
mining  area  there  is  no  easy  immediate  solution.  Time  must  be 
taken  to  teach  people  how  to  use  new  smokeless  fuels  and  how  to  use 
associated  apparatus.  One  of  the  early  steps  to  be  taken  is  by 
example.  It  is  no  use  complaining  of  pollution  if  you  yourself  are 
one  of  the  culprits.  Time  is  therefore  spent  in  discussing  the  matter 
at  length  with  a view  to  obtaining  a nucleus  of  educated  opinion. 

With  the  increase  in  numbers  of  motor  vehicles  producing  fumes 
and  noise  in  narrow  confined  streets  of  our  towns  and  villages  it  was 
with  great  relief  that  the  programme  for  new  roads  was  welcomed. 
Many  of  these  will  take  through  traffic  away  from  the  towns  and 
villages.  It  will  make  them  a little  quieter,  a little  safer  and  a 
little  cleaner. 

More  effort  is  needed  to  reduce  fumes  from  motor  vehicles. 
Accummulation  of  pollution  is  usually  noticeable  in  narrow  streets 
when  traffic  has  been  halted  for  a while.  Immediate  relief  can  be 
obtained  by  taking  through  traffic  from  main  shopping  centres. 
Shopping  is  then  easier  for  the  young  and  the  old  and  possible 
effects  of  pollution  are  avoided  or  reduced. 


GLEAN  FOOD 

Many  shopkeepers  spend  a considerable  amount  of  money  on 
equipping  their  premises  and  take  trouble  in  training  their  assistants. 
It  takes  a little  time  for  new  staff  to  learn  how  to  handle  food 
correctly.  Most  customers  know  these  good  shops  well.  They  use 
them  because  they  like  them  and  because  they  are  clean  and  trouble 
is  taken  to  satisfy  their  wishes. 

It  is  not  often  that  a customer  asks  to  see  the  manager  and 
compliment  him  on  his  shop  or  his  staff'.  If  more  people  would  do 
this  it  would  be  of  great  encouragement  to  managers  and  their  staffs 
to  keep  up  their  standards. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  on  the  work  done 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  later  in  this  report.  Whilst  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  food  hygiene,  this 
subject  has  been  overshadowed  by  essentia]  work  in  connection  with 
the  Slum  Clearance  Scheme. 
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HOME  SAFETY 


During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  do  what  it  could  to 
encourage  Home  Safety.  It  was  most  heartening  to  find  so  many  of 
the  members  interested  in  this  important  matter. 

Information  and  literature  was  sent  to  many  local  organisations, 
posters  were  displayed  and  booklets  sold. 

Unfortunately  the  commitments  of  your  staff  made  it  difficult 
to  give  talks,  but  discussions  as  and  when  possible,  are  a feature  of 
the  general  programme. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  many  local  people  who  have  given  help  in 
this  matter,  particularly  to  the  Ilkeston  Branch  of  the  Red  Cross 
Society  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  to  the  Local  Press. 

It  is  hoped  to  continue  to  disseminate  information  and  arouse 
local  interest  as  and  when  opportunities  arise.  Often  the  occurrence 
of  a local  incident  gives  occasion  to  introduce  this  subject. 

There  is  room  for  a very  great  deal  more  work  on  this  matter 
and  I am  hopeful  that  the  awakening  general  interest  in  the  country, 
will  mean  that  people  will  at  last  take  action  to  clear  up  the  accident 
spots  in  their  own  homes. 

Care  or  Crutches. 

A particular  aspect  of  safety  which  does  not  receive  nearly 
enough  attention  is  that  of  weight  lifting. 

My  attention  was  drawn  to  this  on  a visit  to  Stanton  Ironworks. 
A pleasant  session  was  spent  with  Dr.  R.  N.  Wilson,  Medical  Officer 
to  the  Company.  I was  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  see  his 
equipment  and  hear  about  the  very  good  service  which  is  carried  on 
in  these  Works. 

An  excellent  display  of  photographs  was  seen  in  the  waiting 
room.  These  showed  some  of  the  wrong  ways  and  laid  emphasis  on 
the  right  way  to  do  various  jobs.  On  consideration  it  was  realised 
how  little  attention  was  paid  to  the  subject  of  correct  weight  lifting 
outside  certain  industries.  An  occasional  article  has  appeared  but 
by  and  large  this  most  important  subject  is  neglected. 

I am  very  grateful  for  the  following  contribution  from  Dr. 
R.  N.  Wilson,  Medical  Officer  of  Stanton  Ironworks  Company.  As  a 
result  I hope  many  more  people  will  take  an  interest  in  the  subject 
with  a consequent  reduction  in  strained  backs  and  injured  toes. 
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“ Industrial  Weight-Lifting.  In  industries  throughout  the 
Country  some  50,000  accidents  a year  are  caused  by  lifting  and 
carrying  goods.  Nobody  knows  how  many  similar  accidents  occur 
at  home.  Many  of  them  could  be  prevented  by  approaching  the 
task  scientifically  instead  of  attempting  to  lift  the  object  by  sheer 
brute  force.  The  Industrial  Welfare  Society  has  a weight  lifting 
expert  who  tours  the  British  Isles,  working  beside  the  men  and  then 
demonstrating  how  to  do  the  job  more  safely.  Other  organisations 
too  play  an  active  part. 

Both  at  home  and  at  work  it  is  important  to  get  down  to  the  job 
properly,  i.e.,  with  the  knee  and  hips  bent  and  the  back  straight.  To 
bend  with  an  arched  back  is  simply  asking  for  trouble.  Place  your 
feet  slightly  apart,  one  in  front  of  the  other,  so  that  you  do  not 
topple  over  whilst  lifting.  If  the  object  is  large  and  clumsy  hold  it 
firmly  in  the  hands,  not  with  the  tips  of  the  fingers  ; carry  it  at  chest 
height,  not  awkwardly  in  front  of  the  stomach.  Wear  sensible 
footwear  to  avoid  slipping. 

These  are  the  main  principles  which  should  be  practised  at  all 
times,  even  when  picking  a sixpence  from  the  floor.  Good  methods 
will  then  come  naturally  to  you  if  ever  you  should  be  required  to  do 
any  real  lifting. 

Those  who  have  soundly  learned  the  principles  and  do  much 
repetitive  lifting  can  then  graduate  to  the  next  stage,  which  is 
rhythmic  lifting.  Whenever  you  see  an  experienced  bowler 
delivering  a wood,  or  a batsman  making  a stroke,  remember  that  you 
can  lift  just  as  smoothly,  just  as  safelv,  if  onlv  vou  think  before  you 
lift.” 
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STATISTICS 


All  statistics  which  appear  in  this  report  have  been  compiled 
from  information  received  from  a number  of  sources  throughout  the 
year. 

The  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  Ilkeston  supplies  a 
weekly  return  giving  details  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  the 
area. 


Medical  Practitioners  send  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
occurring  in  their  practice.  Their  excellent  co-operation  ensures 
that  investigation  can  be  carried  out  into  suspected  cases  of  food 
poisoning,  contacts  of  poliomyelitis,  etc.,  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  Some  notifications  come  primarily  by  telephone.  This  is 
much  appreciated. 

Additional  information  about  infectious  diseases  and  undiag- 
nosed illnesses  come  from  hospitals,  school  teachers,  parents,  health 
visitors  and  casual  conversations. 

At  weekly  and  quarterly  intervals,  details  regarding  infectious 
diseases,  births  and  deaths,  are  received  from  the  Registrar  General. 
This  enables  a watch  to  be  kept  on  any  unusually  prevalent  disease 
in  the  County,  surrounding  Districts  or  Towns. 


Population. 

The  mid  1957  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  at  34,790.  This  shows  an  increase  of  180  following  the 
slight  decrease  of  last  year. 

The  population  trend  for  the  years  1947-1957  is  given  in 
Table  4. 

Births. 

The  Birth  rate  has  fallen  by  1T0  per  thousand  of  the  population 
since  last  year  but  the  562  live  births  registered  give  a rate  for  1957  of 
16T5  which  can  be  compared  with  the  England  and  Wales  rate  by 
applying  the  comparability  factor  of  0*99.  After  adjustment  the 
rate  is  15*99  and  is  seen  to  be  slightly  lower  than  the  national  rate 
of  16*1. 

The  Birth  rates  since  1947  are  set  out  in  Table  4. 

Stillbirths. 

The  number  of  stillbirths  has  fallen  by  just  over  one  third  from 
last  year  and  give  a rate  per  thousand  births  (live  and  still),  of  22-61. 

This  is  a decrease  of  11-37  from  last  year  and  is  almost  equal  to 
the  England  and  Wales  rate. 
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Some  babies  die  just  before  or  during  birth  and  some  during  the 
first  week  of  life.  These  deaths  are  now  grouped  under  the  heading 
Perinatal  Mortality.  This  grouping  gives  a more  accurate  picture  of 
events  happening  around  the  time  of  birth.  Investigations  on  a 
large  scale  are  in  progress  into  this  group  of  deaths. 

Infant  Mortality,, 

8 children  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  6 of  these  being  less 
than  4 weeks  old.  Prematurity  or  congenital  malformation  being 
the  prime  causes  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

This  represents  a mortality  rate  per  thousand  live  births  of 
14-23. 

This  rate,  apart  from  being  a fall  of  7-55  from  last  year  and 
being  considerably  lower  than  the  England  and  Wales  rate,  is  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  Ilkeston. 

It  is  interesting  to  see  the  trend  of  infant  mortality  in  Ilkeston 
over  the  last  60  years  and  a sample  of  the  rates  taken  at  10  yearly 
intervals  shows  : —

Many  changes  have  taken  place.  The  curative  services,  doctors, 
hospitals  and  nurses  are  much  more  effective  and  their  work  is 
cumulative.  Babies  do  not  die  in  1957  as  they  did  in  1897.  Many 
of  us  would  not  be  alive  if  they  did. 

The  environment  into  which  babies  are  born  is  much  changed. 

The  Preventative  services  do  much  good  work  in  advising  and 
helping  parents  and  children.  The  local  authority  helps  to  provide 
the  background  for  the  services  to  work  in.  Good  water  supply, 
clean  food,  sewage  disposal  system,  clean  streets,  removal  of  refuse, 
-clean  air,  all  help  to  prevent  disease.  There  is  still  much  to  be  done 
before  all  are  housed  satisfactorily,  but  a long  term  programme  of 
replacement  of  the  worst  houses  can  have  a great  effect. 

Deaths. 

338  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  giving  a crude  death 
rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of  9-72.  This  figure  can  be 
adjusted  to  take  into  account  sex  and  age  distribution  and  used  for 
comparison  with  other  areas  and  the  England  and  Wales  figure  by 
applying  the  comparability  factor. 


In  1957  the  factor  of  1-29  gives  a death  rate  of  12-54  compared 
with  a rate  of  11-5  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Table  4 gives  details  of  the  death  rates  since  1947  and  shows  only 
a very  small  increase  of  0-47  per  thousand  of  the  population  over  the 
last  year’s  figure. 

DEATHS  FROM  INDIVIDUAL  DISEASES. 

The  grouping  of  the  338  deaths  into  individual  causes  is  given  in 
Table  5. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  HEART  AND  CIRCULATORY  SYSTEM 

The  combined  group  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system,  namely,  Nos.  17-21  inclusive  in  the  table  accounted  for  the 
largest  number  of  deaths,  78  males  and  82  females. 

48  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system,  37  to  coronary  disease  and  56  to  other  diseases  of  the  heart. 
19  deaths  from  various  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  complete 
the  total  of  160  in  this  group. 

The  deaths  from  coronary  disease  give  rise  to  some  concern.  It 
is  good  to  note  that  much  work  is  being  done  in  an  effort  to  find  the 
basic  cause  of  this  and  other  circulatory  disease. 

CANCER  GROUP. 

61  persons  died  from  Cancer.  The  largest  single  group  being 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  which  caused  the  deaths  of  12  men 
and  1 woman. 

Death  rates  from  all  forms  of  cancer  are  lower  than  the  England 
and  Wales  figures.  (See  summary  of  statistics). 

Statistically  it  has  been  shown  that  cigarette  smoking  and  the 
incidence  of  cancer  of  the  lung  are  related.  Propaganda  has  been 
disseminated  during  the  course  of  the  year  on  the  subject.  Many 
give  up  smoking  for  a while  and  then  start  again. 

Apart  from  cancer  the  effects  of  heavy  smoking  are  not  stressed 
enough.  Some  of  these  effects  are  only  too  obvious.  Heavy 
smoking  can  cause  chronic  catarrh  and  a most  unpleasant  early 
morning  cough.  It  can  retard  recovery  from  bronchitis.  If  the 
patient  is  unlucky  enough  to  have  tuberculosis,  it  makes  the  time 
required  for  recovery  much  longer. 

Advice  on  smoking  therefore  seems  to  come  under  the  heading 
of  general  care  of  the  individual,  along  with  personal  hygiene,  and 
other  things. 
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PNEUMONIA  AND  BRONCHITIS. 

Deaths  from  these  diseases  occurred  mainly  in  old  people  over 
the  age  of  65  years.  There  was  an  occasional  death  during  middle 
age  and  an  exceptional  one  in  childhood  and  infancy. 

INFLUENZA. 

Influenza  was  associated  with  8 deaths.  6 were  in  persons  over 
65  years  of  age.  All  but  one  of  these  deaths  occurred  during  the 
influenza  outbreak  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

4 men  and  two  women  died  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 
The  ages  of  the  men  being  68,  61,  57  and  54  and  the  women  47  and  40. 
This  is  three  times  the  number  of  deaths  that  occurred  last  year  and 
gives  a rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of  0T73  which  is  a little 
higher  than  the  England  and  Wales  rate.  (See  summary  of 
statistics). 


ACCIDENTAL  DEATHS. 

12  accidental  deaths  were  recorded. 

3 young  persons  died.  One  boy  aged  14  died  by  drowning  and 
another  aged  12  by  falling  from  a pedal  cycle.  The  third  case  was  a 
girl  of  16  dying  from  burns.  (Nightdress  caught  fire). 

The  remaining  9 include  3 colliery  accidents  and  2 following 
falls  at  work,  namely,  from  a ladder  and  through  a roof. 

4 falls  in  and  around  the  home,  involved  persons  of  46,  77,  84 
and  94. 

Much  national  and  local  comment  has  been  made  on  the  subject 
of  accidents  in  the  home.  It  is  felt  that  a long  term  combined  effort 
by  local  authority  staffs  and  the  many  purveyors  of  publicity  on  a 
national  level,  would  produce  marked  results  over  a period  of  10-15 
years. 

The  Derbyshire  Fire  Service  is  most  helpful  and  co-operative 
and  carries  out  a considerable  amount  of  excellent  propaganda  work. 

No  Ilkeston  person  was  shown  on  the  certificates  of  death  to 
have  died  as  a result  of  motor  vehicle  accidents. 


SUICIDE. 

3 women  and  one  man  committed  suicide.  2 by  coal  gas 
poisoning  and  2 by  other  forms  of  poisoning. 

The  ages  ranged  from  42  to  59. 
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Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. 

The  expected  measles  outbreak  spread  through  the  town  for  a 
period  of  four  months,  from  April  onwards.  This  caused  the  total 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  rise  to  455. 

Apart  from  measles,  reference  to  table  10  will  show  that  only 
relatively  small  increases  have  taken  place  in  the  incidence  of  the 
other  infectious  diseases  following  the  low  total  last  year. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  were  Measles  390,  Chicken  Pox  55, 
Whooping  Cough  37,  Tuberculosis  31,  Scarlet  Fever  13,  Pneumonia 
13,  Dysentery  6,  Food  Poisoning  4,  Poliomyelitis  3 and  Erysipelas  2. 

Tables  6,  7,  8,  9 and  10  give  details  of  age,  sex  distribution 
and  seasonal  incidence  of  these  diseases. 

MEASLES. 

390  cases  were  notified  and  all  but  one  occurred  in  the  6 months 
March  to  August,  the  peak  being  in  April  and  May  when  262  cases 
occurred.  The  cases  can  be  divided  almost  equally  between 
children  of  pre-school  age  and  those  in  the  first  five  years  at  school. 
The  numbers  being  193  and  194  respectively.  The  remaining 
notifications  were  in  respect  of  a girl  of  17,  a boy  of  11  and  a young 
man  of  23. 

CHICKEN  POX. 

45  of  the  55  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  notified  occurred  in  children  of 
school  age.  Nine  in  pre-school  children  and  one  in  a woman  of  55. 
Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  winter  months. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

All  37  cases  occurred  in  children  under  10  years  of  age.  The 
notifications  being  spread  over  9 months  of  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

14  males  and  13  females  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  6. 

The  25  to  45  year  age  group  was  the  one  mainly  affected. 

New  cases  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  confirmed  in 
1 male  and  3 females. 

Details  of  sex  and  age  distribution  and  the  incidence  over  the 
last  10  years  are  given  in  tables  6 and  7. 

Notifications  are  received  from  General  Practitioners,  Chest 
Physicians  and  Hospitals.  The  information  is  confidential.  Where 
necessary,  visits  are  paid  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Health 
Inspector  and  Health  Visitor,  to  check  up  on  contacts  and  home 
conditions. 

Many  of  the  cases  notified  nowadays  are  early  cases  and  respond 
to  treatment  rapidly. 

When  cases  occur  in  school  children  the  County  Medical  Officer 
is  consulted.  It  is  usual  to  check  the  contacts  of  the  child  in  school 
as  well  as  at  home. 
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I should  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff,  the  head  teachers  and  their 
staffs,  the  chest  physicians  and  the  clinic  staffs.  Most  of  the  work  is 
done  by  the  County  Health  Department  and  the  Chest  Clinic  Staffs. 
It  is  essential  that  all  those  concerned  work  closely  together,  in 
order  that  any  spread  of  the  disease  may  be  prevented.  I am  glad  to 
report  this  satisfactory  situation. 

The  start  by  the  County  Council  of  their  B.C.G.  Scheme  is 
welcomed  wholeheartedly.  It  is  the  continuation  of  the  effort  to 
wipe  out  tuberculosis. 

PNEUMONIA. 

13  cases  occurred,  2 being  in  children  under  1 year  of  age. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Notifications  were  low  in  1957. 

10  of  the  13  cases  occurred  in  school  children.  The  remaining 
3 being  children  of  1 year  and  under. 

This  disease  remains  mild  and  apart  from  a minor  upset  of  one 
or  two  days,  usually  clears  up  with  little  trouble.  The  streptococcal 
infection  produces  sore  throats  in  many  people  and  a sore  throat  with 
a rash  in  others.  These  latter  are  then  called  scarlet  fever.  Removal 
to  hospital  is  a rare  event  nowadays. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

There  were  3 cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  a girl  of  3 years 
and  2 women  of  25  years  and  30  years  respectively. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

The  only  cases  notified  occurred  in  young  children  of  the  same 
family. 

It  is  not  unusual  to  hear  a person  comment  that  he’d 
“ been  to  the  lavatory  a lot  lately  ” and  “ perhaps  it  was  due  to 
something  that  he’d  eaten.”  Most  of  these  cases  clear  up  of  their 
own  accord  and  a doctor  is  rarely  called  in.  No  investigation  of 
possible  causes  can  be  made,  unless  the  family  doctor  is  called  in  or 
Health  Department  informed. 

An  individual  complained  that  a friend  of  his,  whilst  on  the  way 
to  a football  match  had  to  visit  a lavatory  8 times.  He  then 
decided  to  go  home.  It  is  difficult  to  think  of  anything  more 
inconvenient.  Needless  to  say,  this  information  was  passed  on 
after  the  person  had  recovered,  and  no  action  was  possible  or  would 
have  been  any  use. 

These  outbreaks  should  not  occur  and  reporting  of  cases  may 
lead  to  preventing  the  same  set  of  conditions  recurring  and  as  a 
result  prevent  severe  illness  or  death  in  other  people,  particularly 
the  very  young  child. 
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INFLUENZA  OUTBREAK,  1957. 

The  autumn  of  the  year  brought  an  outbreak  of  Influenza. 
This  spread  very  rapidly.  In  my  area  the  first  cases  were  reported 
amongst  miners.  Soon  works  staffs,  school  children  and  other 
communities  of  people  working  together  were  affected.  To  some  it 
was  a mild  disease,  to  others  serious  and  led  to  the  deaths  of  8 people 
in  Ilkeston. 

As  a result  of  investigations  of  lung  infections  which  did  not 
clear  up  satisfactorily,  some  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  cancer  of  the 
lung  were  found  on  x-ray. 

Some  people  returned  to  work  too  soon  and  some  children  were 
sent  back  to  school  too  soon  with  resultant  further  ill-health. 

Many  people  caught  influenza  through  the  carelessness  and 
thoughtlessness  of  others.  Most  adults  and  children  can  tell  the 
questioner  from  whom  they  caught  their  influenza  or  cold.  Care  on 
the  part  of  the  infected  person  in  isolating  himself  at  first  suspicion, 
would  prevent  untold  misery,  chronic  ill-health  and  loss  of  earnings 
of  other  people.  Keeping  some  distance  from  other  people,  avoiding 
closed,  confined  or  congested  spaces  is  a great  help.  At  such  times 
when  respiratory  disease  is  on  the  increase,  ventilation  should  be 
increased  as  much  as  possible  but  avoiding  draughts.  Heating 
should  be  kept  at  a reasonable  level. 


CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 
Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Sir  John  Charles,  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  in  a message  addressed  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and 
others  working  in  the  field  of  child  welfare,  has  said 

‘‘You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  since  1940  some  12J  million 
children  have  been  immunised  against  diphtheria,  and  that  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  has  fallen  from  a yearly  average  of  58,000 
cases  and  2,800  deaths  (1930-39)  to  51  cases  and  8 deaths  in  1956. 
This  news  will  be  particularly  gratifying  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
and  their  staffs  and  to  family  doctors,  on  whom  much  of  the  burden 
of  inducing  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised  has  fallen  and 
will  continue  to  fall,  and  I should  like  to  congratulate  them. 

But  we  cannot  abate  our  efforts.  The  great  success  of  the 
immunisation  campaign  contains  the  seeds  of  its  own  failure  unless 
measures  are  taken  to  impress  on  parents  who  rarely  see  or  hear  of 
diphtheria  these  days  that  the  immunisation  of  their  infants  is  still  a 
necessary  measure  of  protection. 
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In  1956  44%  of  babies  under  one  year  were  immunised;  though 
this  was  a considerable  improvement  on  the  figure  of  26%  for  the  two 
previous  years,  and  a most  creditable  one  compared  with  the  1951 
figure  of  28%,  we  cannot  possibly  rest  content  with  it.” 

Sir  John  recognises  that  the  preoccupation  of  parents  (and  the 
public  health  authorities  and  family  doctors)  with  vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis  and  whooping  cough  is  understandable,  but  despite 
that  he  is  confident  that  our  local  influence,  backed  up  by  publicity 
material,  will  bring  home  to  parents,  their  responsibility  for  having 
their  babies  immunised  against  diphtheria  before  their  first  birthday.

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This  is  one  of  the  successes  of  modern  medicine  and  I think 
that  each  one  of  us  should  support  the  campaign  in  any  way  possible. 
Only  by  keeping  a high  rate  of  immunisation  is  it  possible  to  keep 
diphtheria  under  control. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer,  Derby- 
shire, for  informing  me  that  662  children  up  to  the  age  of  14  years 
received  their  injections  for  primary  diphtheria  immunisation  during 
1957  in  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  organised 
and  carried  out  by  the  County  Health  Department  Staff  and  the 
family  doctors.  In  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  which  have  had  to 
be  surmounted,  vaccination  is  proceeding  rapidly. 

There  are  still  families  who  should  think  the  matter  over  very 
seriously.  Many  of  them  are  the  people  who  were  dubious  about 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  when  the  scheme  started.  Now  that 
it  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  is  it  not  time  to  review  their  original 
decision  “ not  to  take  part  for  the  present  ”? 

The  main  task  is  to  get  enough  people  vaccinated  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  The  results  of  the  diphtheria  campaign  are 
given  in  this  report  as  an  example  of  what  it  is  hoped  will  happen 
when  enough  persons  have  been  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  has  been  commenced  in  the 
County  area  and  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Health  Department 
Staff. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Immunisation  against  this  disease  is  carried  out  by  family 
doctors.  It  is  well  worth  while  having  it  done.  This  disease  can  be 
very  serious  in  young  children.  It  is  not  unusual  for  chest  trouble  to 
be  dated,  by  the  parents,  from  the  occurrence  of  whooping  cough. 
Complications  may  occur  and  may  take  a long  time  to  clear  up.

More 
details  on  this  Act  and  on  other  legislation  affecting  the  department 
will  be  found  in  the  text  of  the  report. 

Food  preparing  premises,  Food  shops  and  the  food  sold, 
Slaughterhouses  and  the  meat  produced  have  received  full  attention 
by  your  inspectors. 

In  all  matters  the  department  has  had  very  welcome  guidance 
and  co-operation  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I express 
my  thanks  to  him. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Councillor  Mrs. 
E.  E.  Bostock,  and  the  Members  take  great  interest  in  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  department  and  it  is  a pleasurable  duty  to  record 
my  thanks  for  their  support  and  appreciation. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Housing  Committee  for  their  help  and  support. 

Finally  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
department,  particularly  Mr.  Booth,  for  loyal  support  and  for  doing 
their  part  in  the  volume  of  work  which  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year.

The  year  commenced  with  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936 
and  amending  Acts,  and  the  policy  of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  under 
the  Act  of  1936  was  continued  until  the  coming  into  force  on  the 
1st  September  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957. 

Whilst  the  1957  Act,  generally,  consolidated  previous  enact- 
ments relating  to  housing,  the  Housing  (Prescribed  Forms) 
Regulations  1957  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  December 
caused  some  alterations  in  the  prescribed  forms  of  orders  and  notices, 
and  as  at  that  time  the  department  was  in  the  midst  of  dealing  with 
eight  compulsory  purchase  orders  and  two  clearance  orders, 
comprising  in  total  eighty  houses,  a careful  watch  had  to  be  kept  on 
the  prescribed  forms  in  order  that  the  legal  requirements  were 
carried  out. 

The  report  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  June, 
1957,  was  a revision  of  a previous  report  given  by  Dr.  A.  Laurie,  the 
then  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  December,  1954,  and  listed  the 
properties  still  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  Five  Year  Programme.

TEMPORARY  DWELLINGS 

It  is  fortunate  that  we  are  not  unduly  worried  by  moveable 
dwellings  as  is  the  case  of  some  districts  less  industrialised.  The 
policy  of  the  Council  has  been  to  discourage  this  type  of  dwelling,  if 
intended  to  be  semi-permanent  and  the  general  answer  to  enquirers 
regarding  sites  for  stationing  caravans  is  that  there  is  no  licensed 
site  in  the  Borough. 

Occasionally  we  have  a small  collection  of  caravans  of  the 
so-called  gypsies  or  “ diddicoys  ” as  they  are  called  in  some  areas  ; 
this  class  of  roamers  finds  some  vacant  site  somewhere  on  the  out- 
skirts, staying  a few  days  whilst  the  womenfolk  work  the  area 
“ hawking  ” lace,  cheap  trinkets,  handmade  clothes-pegs  or 
artificial  flowers.  These  people  are  not  true  Romanys  nor  tinkers 
and  the  menfolk  appear  to  have  a reputation  of  being  light-fingered. 
Usually  the  colony  moves  out  fairly  quickly  if  they  are  visited  and 
told  they  are  not  welcomed  in  the  Borough  although  there  is  a 
general  excuse,  which  I have  heard  repeatedly  over  the  last  thirty 
years,  that  there  is  a child  in  one  of  the  vans  who  is  having  medical 
attention  and  must  not  be  moved  for  at  least  a week.  Mv  main 

J 

objections  to  them  are  that  they  appear  to  annoy  permanent 
residents  in  the  area,  the  women  worry  sensitive  housewives  with 
suggestions  of  “ good  luck  ” only  if  a purchase  is  made  and  possible 
opposite  results  if  they  do  not  buy  from  them  and  also  they  leave  the 
ground  they  have  occupied  in  a littered  and  disgusting  state. 

If  inquirers  are  persons  on  opencast  coal  sites  working  for  firms 
under  contract  with  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power,  it  is  the  practice 
of  the  local  authority  to  give  a licence  for  a maximum  period  of  six 
months,  leaving  the  applicant  to  re-apply  if  the  stay  in  the  area 
extends  over  that  period.  There  was  only  one  caravan  stationed  in 
the  Borough  during  the  year  with  a licence  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

During  the  year  draft  byelaws  in  the  form  of  the  Ministry’s 
revised  model  Byelaws  as  to  tents,  vans,  sheds  and  similar  structures 
used  for  human  habitation  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  They 
were  approved  by  resolution  of  the  Borough  Council  on  the  26th 
November,  1957,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  confirmation  had  not 
been  received.  It  was,  however,  anticipated  that  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  would  confirm  them  early  in  1958. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  certain  comments  in  his 
report  on  the  subject  of  clean  food  and  my  contribution  is  mainly 
facts  and  figures  of  visits  made  and  work  carried  out. 

It  is  true  that  the  department  has  not  been  able  to  devote  as 
much  time  to  food  hygiene  in  general  as  might  have  been  done  had 
not  other  and  more  pressing  work  taken  precedence. 

Consideration  was  given  to  producing  an  exhibit  in  connection 
with  Food  Hygiene  but  the  general  lack  of  interest  in  an  exhibition 
arranged  by  the  department  in  October,  1957,  on  the  subject  of 
atmospheric  pollution  did  not  give  one  much  encouragement  to 
elaborate  on  the  scheme  envisaged.  It  was  thought  that  some  such 
exhibit  might  command  more  attention  from  the  general  public  and 
housewives  in  particular  if  staged  at  a general  trade  exhibition  were 
one  to  be  planned  by  the  local  Chamber  of  Trade  or  some  organisation 
of  local  retailer  trades  in  the  near  future. 

As  has  been  said  in  my  previous  reports,  the  unavoidable 
overtime  worked  on  meat  inspection  already  encroaches  too  much 
upon  the  free  time  of  the  inspectors,  so  that  arrangements  for  talks 
or  lectures  to  be  given  either  to  housewives  or  food  handlers  should 
be  within  the  normal  working  hours,  if  such  arrangements  can  be 
made. 

During  the  year  305  inspections  of  food  shops  were  made.  The 
market  stalls  selling  food  were  also  inspected  regularly,  the  total 
number  of  inspections  made  for  this  purpose  was  519. 

37  inspections  were  made  of  Food  Stalls  at  the  Annual  Fair. 

Extraneous  material  in  food. 

A complaint  was  received  from  a resident  in  October,  1957, 
regarding  a pint  bottle  of  pasteurised  milk  delivered  by  a local  dairy. 
The  bottle  was  brought  to  the  department  and  in  it  there  was  a 
piece  of  fairly  stiff  paper.  On  the  paper  was  written  “ 3 pints 
please  ” and  was  obviously  an  order  which  had  been  inserted  in  an 
empty  bottle. 

The  dairy  manager  was  interviewed  and  a letter  of  apology  was 
sent  by  the  firm  in  question.  The  explanation  given  was  that  owing 
to  sickness  some  of  the  staff  had  been  engaged  on  jobs  other  than 
their  normal  work,  and  thus  the  paper  was  not  taken  out  before  the 
washing  process  commenced. 

The  facts  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council 
and  the  Town  Clerk  was  instructed  to  warn  the  dairy  firm,  and  to 
require  an  assurance  that  they  would  take  precautions  to  eliminate 
the  possibility  of  similar  complaints  in  the  future.  The  Town 
Clerk  also  wrote  to  the  complainant  expressing  the  Health  Com- 
mittee’s thanks  for  bringing  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  department 
and  thus  enabling  an  investigation  to  be  made.

During  the  year  six  food  traders  applied  for  registration  for  the 
sale  of  ice-cream.  The  premises  were  inspected  and  subsequently 
registered. 

There  are  now  only  two  small  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  on 
the  register  (one  preparing  a hot  mix  and  one  preparing  a cold  mix). 

The  whole  of  the  retail  shops,  apart  from  the  two  registered  for 
manufacturing  and  sale,  sell  prepacked  ice-cream  from  large 
manufacturers.

The  supervision  of  milk  distribution  by  the  retailers  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  department. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1952, 
is  in  force  in  the  Borough.  All  milk  sold  by  retailers  is  specially 
designated  milk  and  all  distributors  are  licensed  under  Special 
Designations  regulations.  This  local  Authority  issues  the  necessary 
licences.

Food  and  Drug  Samples. 

The  County  Analyst  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  infor- 
mation on  behalf  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  who  are  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  Borough. 

“107  samples,  including  22  milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston  during  the  year  1957. 

No  serious  irregularities  were  disclosed  and  no  proceedings  were 
taken. 

The  milk  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 

An  informal  sample  of  Apricot  Jam  was  deficient  in  fruit  and 
the  manufacturers  were  cautioned. 
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An  informal  sample  of  Blended  Butter  contained  excess 
moisture.  A formal  sample  was  taken  and  on  analysis  was  found  to 
be  satisfactory  although  the  proportion  of  water  was  near  to  the 
statutory  limit. 

During  the  year  particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  lead 
content  of  Soft  Drinks.  In  the  Ilkeston  area  samples  of  Iron  Brew 
from  one  manufacturer  were  found  to  contain  lead  slightly  in  excess 
of  the  limit  recommended.  Further  samples  of  the  same  brand 
complied  with  the  proposed  limit. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory.” 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  1933  to  1954 

During  the  year  39  renewals  of  licences  to  slaughter  animals  and 
one  renewal  of  a conditional  licence  were  granted  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  above  mentioned  Acts.

The  yearly  total  of  animals  slaughtered  proved  the  heavy 
increase  in  slaughtering  has  continued  ; but  whilst  there  is  not  a 
100%  increase  on  the  previous  year,  the  slaughtering  figures  are 
about  2 1 times  the  figures  for  1955. 

To  keep  up  the  100%  inspection  has  meant  an  increase  in  the 
hours  of  overtime  but  not  necessarily  proportionate  to  the  increase 
in  slaughtering. 

It  was  thought  that  the  Council  might  be  able  to  claim  an 
exchequer  grant  towards  meat  inspection  for  the  financial  year 
1956/57  but  on  carrying  out  the  instruction  of  Circular  FSH  2/57 
and  converting  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  into  inspection 
units,  it  was  found  that  the  authority  did  not  qualify  for  grant  at 
that  particular  time.  The  increase  in  slaughtering  which  continued 
in  1957  causes  one  to  believe  that  the  Council  will  qualify  for  the 
grant  in  the  year  1957/58. 
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The  improvement  of  the  slaughterhouses  and  slaughtering 
equipment  has  not  been  so  marked  as  in  previous  years,  although 
consideration  is  being  given  to  the  provision  of  cattle  stunning  pens 
at  two  slaughterhouses.  At  the  slaughterhouse  owned  by  Messrs. 
Glover  & Sons  a mechanical  de-hairer  for  pigs  was  installed. 

There  are  no  horse  slaughtering  establishments  or  knacker’s 
yards  in  the  Borough.

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UNSOUND  FOOD 

The  comparison  of  slaughtering  figures  for  1957  with  those  of 
the  previous  year  shows  that  a greater  number  of  cattle  other  than 
cows  was  slaughtered.  These  animals,  known  in  the  trade  as 
“ clean  ” beasts  are  younger  and,  because  of  that,  are  less  prone  to 
generalised  tuberculosis.  Whilst  I consider  great  progress  has  been 
made  towards  the  eredication  of  tuberculosis  in  food  animals,  I am 
not  so  optimistic  as  some  who  anticipate  the  disease  will  be  stamped 
out  in  about  five  years. 

In  the  years  before  the  1939/45  War,  the  bovine  animals  which 
were  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  were  mainly  cows,  so  that  the 
comparison  of  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  bovines  for  those 
years  with  the  incidence  of  the  disease  in  cows  only  for  the  year  under 
review  shows  that  there  is  still  a great  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in 
this  held. 

The  detailed  routine  inspection  of  all  beef  carcases  and  offal  for 
the  presence  of  Cysticercosis  has  continued.  Evidence  of  the 
disease  was  found  in  three  carcases  ; the  affected  organs  were 
surrendered  and  the  carcases  were  submitted  for  refrigeration 
treatment. 

The  reduction  in  diseased  meat  other  than  tubercular  affection 
is  due  to  the  cessation  of  slaughtering  of  aged  ewes.  Apart  from 
this  the  “ other  diseases  or  injuries  ” figures  remain  fairly  constant. 

The  voluntary  surrender  of  unsound  food  other  than  home 
killed  meat  has  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  3,559f  pounds  (net 
weight)  of  various  types  of  food,  mainly  canned  and  preserved 
goods. 

Unsound  food  is  disposed  of  by  the  department.  Canned 
goods,  other  than  meat  and  meat  products,  are  punctured,  dosed 
with  a strong  fluid  disinfectant  and  buried  on  the  Council’s  refuse 
tip. 

Unsound  meat  is  slashed,  stained  with  napthalene  green  stain 
and  disposed  of  to  a processing  firm  who  guarantee  it  will  not  be 
used  for  food. 

The  total  weight  of  all  unsound  food  dealt  with  during  the  year 
was  10,060f  pounds.

PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Improvements  continue  to  be  made  to  the  sanitary  accom- 
modation at  some  of  the  premises,  but  the  rate  of  progress  is  not 
what  it  could  be.  Indoor  sanitation  should  be  provided  for  males 
and  females  at  all  licensed  premises. 

Prepacked  articles  of  food  are  sold  at  most  public  houses,  often 
of  a salty  nature  as  an  adjunct  to  the  sale  of  ales  and  bottled  beers. 
Where  snacks,  freshly  made  sandwiches  or  bread  cobs  with  meat  and 
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similar  fillings  are  sold,  the  proprietors  display  these  foods  under 
perspex  covers,  so  that  one  can  say  that  the  standard  of  food 
hygiene  on  these  premises  is  satisfactory. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 
(Section  107,  Public  Health  Act,  1936) 

There  are  three  offensive  trades  in  the  Borough,  registered  with 
the  local  authority,  two  rag  and  bone  dealers  and  one  tripe  boiler. 
All  the  premises  are  situated  in  industrial  zones  with  no  dwelling 
houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  No  complaints  have  been 
received  and  no  notices  have  been  served  during  the  year.

SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF

CANAL  BOATS 

An  annual  report  is  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  at  the 
January  meeting  each  year.  The  following  is  a copy  of  the  report 
for  the  year  1957. 

“ Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Annual  Report  on  Canal  Boats,  1957 
I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  Canal 
Boats  for  the  year  1957. 

I have  to  inform  the  Committee  that  I have  not  seen  any 
canal  boats  on  the  Erewash  canal  during  the  year  1957. 

I understand  the  only  boats  using  the  canal  are  the  British 
Waterways  repair  boats  which  are  not  registered  as  dwellings.” 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Many  industrial  concerns  had  anticipated  the  introduction  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act  1956.  Consequently,  when  certain  parts  of  it 
became  law  on  the  last  day  of  1 956,  there  was  no  marked  increase  in  the 
rate  of  alteration  or  replacement  of  furnaces.  There  are  very  few 
furnaces  in  the  Borough  which  produce  any  appreciable  amount  of 
smoke  and  all  these  are  kept  under  close  observation.  Works  of 
improvement  had  been  proposed  at  two  of  these  furnaces  before  the 
year  ended. 

A serious  fume  nuisance  arose  in  the  south  of  the  Borough 
following  the  opening  of  an  extension  to  coke  ovens.  This  was 
reported  to  the  owners  and  was  brought  under  control  as  the 
extension  became  fully  operational. 

Whilst  there  exists  no  recording  apparatus  in  the  Borough, 
observation  indicates  that  domestic  chimneys  are  still  the  greatest 
cause  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Certain  measurements  of  grit  deposited  in  the  industrial 
south-east  part  of  the  Borough  were  recorded.  These  gave  deposits 
of  between  24  and  86  tons  per  square  mile  per  month  (roughly  no 
more  than  1 ounce  per  square  yard)  which  is  considered  reasonable 
especially  as  no  attempt  was  made  to  differentiate  between  deposits 
from  domestic  and  industrial  sources  and  wind  borne  dust. 

During  the  year  opencast  coalmining  sites  extended  round  the 
northern  and  south  western  boundaries  of  the  Borough.  Obser- 
vations indicate  that,  during  any  dry  windy  periods,  there  was  an 
increase  in  wind  borne  dust,  sometimes  considerable  distances  but 
according  to  wind  speed,  to  the  leeward  of  these  sites.  Since  there 
were  few  dry,  windy  spells,  no  complaints  were  received  except  from 
shop-keepers  on  main  roads  with  regard  to  dust  blown  from  lorries 
carrying  coal  from  these  sites. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Councillor  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Bostock,  was  the  Chairman  of  the  East  Midlands  Division  of  the 
National  Smoke  Abatement  Society,  until  she  retired  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Division  held  at  Chesterfield  in  July  1957. 

Other  meetings  of  the  Society  which  I attended  with  the  Chair- 
man during  the  year  were  held  at  Ilkeston  in  March  and  at  Derby  in 
June  ; the  latter  being  a joint  conference  of  the  East  Midlands, 
Yorkshire,  West  Midlands  and  North  Western  Divisions. 

The  Society  changed  its  name  to  the  National  Society  for  Clean 
Air  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  October  a two  day  exhibition  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Ilkeston  on  the  theme  of  Clean  Air.  The  East  Midlands  Gas  Board 
very  kindly  helped  with  a display  of  suitable  gas  appliances  and  the 
Gas  Council  loaned  their  him  entitled  “ Guilty  Chimneys  ” as  well  as 
the  projection  apparatus.  Messrs.  Harold  Shaw  (Ilkeston)  Ltd.  also 
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displayed  modern  solid  fuel  appliances.  The  department  staged  a 
suitable  display  with  models,  photographs,  posters  and  a tableau. 
Unfortunately  the  general  public  were  apathetic  and  the  attendance 
was  not  good.  It  was  a very  poor  reward  for  the  extra  work 
undertaken  by  the  Health  Department. 

FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  and  1948 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  contains  a 
copy  of  the  report  made  by  him  to  the  Minister  of  Labour  and 
National  Service  in  respect  of  the  year  1957. 

The  department  continues  to  maintain  most  cordial  co-operation 
with  H.M.  District  Inspector  of  Factories  and  on  one  occasion 
during  the  year  the  Inspector  came  to  the  department  to  compare 
his  register  with  the  Council’s  register  of  factories  ; thus  by  com- 
parison and  friendly  discussion  both  the  Factory  Department  of  the 
Ministry  and  the  Health  Department  can  keep  up-to-date  in 
registration  of  premises  affected  by  the  Acts. 

It  has  not  been  found  possible  to  devote  much  time  to  this  work 
but  on  the  whole  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  factories  in  the 
Borough  is  well  maintained.  Any  acts  or  default  noted  by  H.M. 
District  Inspectors  which  are  the  concern  of  the  Council  are  notified 
to  the  Town  Clerk.  Action  by  this  department  follows  immediately 
on  notification. 

11  inspections  were  made  to  power  factories  and  3 to  non 
power  factories. 

One  new  certificate  of  Means  of  Escape  in  case  of  fire  was  issued 
during  the  year  by  the  Council.

PETROLEUM  (REGULATION)  ACTS,  1928  and  1936 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  Petroleum  Licensing 
Officer  for  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  fifty-five  petroleum  spirit  storage  licences  were 
issued  for  a total  storage  capacity  of  201,550  gallons  of  petroleum 
spirit  and  35  gallons  of  petroleum  mixture.  The  total  of  the  fees 
collected  during  the  year  was  239/15/0. 

All  underground  storage  installations  are  cylindrical  steel  tanks 
embedded  in  sand  and  enclosed  in  concrete  pits. 

One  new  installation  was  licensed  during  the  year.  All  new 
tanks  are  subject  to  a pressure  test  of  5 lb.  per  square  inch  before 
approval. 

Inspections  of  the  licensed  premises  are  made  from  time  to  time, 
33  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  No  contraventions  of 
the  licence  conditions  were  found. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


The  Borough  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative.  Although 
he  has  other  duties  in  the  department,  approximately  two-thirds  of 
his  time  is  devoted  to  rodent  control.  In  addition,  when  necessary, 
all  three  health  inspectors  assist  in  the  work,  particularly  if  the 
infested  premises  are  food  premises. 

A close  working  arrangement  exists  between  the  Divisional 
Rodent  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
and  the  department.  The  Officer  and  his  staff  are  always  willing  to 
help  and  give  technical  advice  upon  the  work  of  rodent  control. 

In  order  to  provide  some  data  for  the  Divisional  Scientific 
Officer  of  the  Ministry,  the  hrst  maintenance  treatment  undertaken 
in  1957  was  with  the  use  of  2%  Antu  as  the  poison  for  the  treatment.

DISINFESTATION 

The  policy  of  fumigating  the  furniture  and  bedding  of  all  new 
tenants  going  into  Council  houses  continues.  Furniture  is  treated 
in  closed  vans  with  hydrogen  cyanide  by  contractors,  whilst  the 
bedding  is  fumigated  in  a closed  van  with  a gaseous  insecticide  by 
the  department.  All  fumigation  is  carried  out  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  department  and  each  house  is  visited  by  a public 
health  inspector  on  completion  of  the  removal  to  ensure  compliance 
with  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Fumigation)  Act.

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The  nature  of  complaints  received  regarding  insect  pests  has 
changed  considerably  in  the  last  decade.  Now,  few  complaints  are 
received  or  few  cases  discovered  of  infestation  by  bugs.  Serious 
infestations  by  cockroaches  have  also  diminished  considerably,  but 
there  are  an  increasing  number  of  complaints  of  ants,  clover  mite 
and  less  well-known  pests. 

The  department  continues  to  help  complainants  and  in  most 
cases  either  treats  the  premises  or  supplies  a suitable  insecticide. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

The  number  of  Pet  shops  licensed  is  two.  Inspections  have 
been  made  on  occasions  during  the  year  and  no  complaints  have 
been  recorded. 

HEATING  APPLIANCES  (FIREGUARDS)  ACT,  1952 

The  department  continues  to  keep  a watch  on  guards  fitted  to 
heating  appliances  but  it  seems  that  the  manufacturers  are  ensuring 
that  all  new  appliances  are  fitted  with  B.S.S.  guards.  Vigilance  is 
still  necessary,  however,  for  during  the  year  one  case  was  found  of 
an  electric  fire,  without  a proper  guard,  exhibited  for  sale.  It 
transpired  that  this  was  old  stock  inadvertantly  included  in  a 
“ sale.” 

The  Council  issued  a warning  to  the  tradesman  concerned. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT, 

1951 

There  are  still  4 premises  registered  under  the  above  Act.  Only 
small  amounts  of  rag  flock  are  used  by  these  premises  and  no 
contraventions  of  the  Act  have  been  observed. 

SHOPS  ACT  1950 

The  Chief  and  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  are 
authorised  officers  for  the  purposes  of  the  Shops  Act.  164  inspec- 
tions for  all  purposes  were  made  during  the  year. 

It  was  necessary  to  warn  one  firm  of  non-compliance  with  the 
regulation  regarding  the  weekly  half  holidays  for  staff. 

Generally  the  shops  in  the  Borough  were  found  to  be  of  a 
satisfactory  standard.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  shop 
premises  undergoing  structural  improvements.
